Three  eases  occurred  in  a  children's  hone  during  April, 
two  of  whom  unfortunately  died.  These  two  children  were  only 
temporarily  resident  in  the  Borough  and  those  deaths  do  not^ 
appear  in  the  local  returns,  so  that  although  the  case  fatality 
is  22  per  cent  the  mortality  rate  per  1,000  is  nnil:i .  The 
immunisation  history  of  those  three  children  was  indefinite  but 
so  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  the  two  v:ho  died  had  not  been 
immunised  while  the  one  who  recovered  had  been  immunised  about 
a  year  before.
